Sie Stuart Samuel’s Mission. 


THE acceptance by Sir STUART SAMUEL of the headship of a mission 
to enquire into Jewish conditions in Poland, and to report on the pogroms, 
is an act of commendable public spirit which will receive everywhere the 
heartiest appreciation. No much better choice of a Commissioner could 
have been made. Sir STuART is a level-headed man of affairs, who 
understands and feels for his people, and his gift of Jewish humour will 
aid him to arrive at a judicial estimate of the facts. The task upon 
which he is to embark is a serious business. It entails much anxious 
labour and carries with it no mean responsibility. But we are glad to 
know that we still have among us men ready to shoulder the burden and 
to carry on the .unforgettable traditions of his predecessor in the 
- distinguished communal office he holds—Sir MOSES MONTEFIORE. It 
is noteworthy that it is to the President of the Deputies of British Jews that 
this important mission is confided. This Government recognition of the 
Jewish representative body will be properly appreciated by the Com- 
munity. Every Jew and jJewess will wish Sir STUART a fruitful journey 
and a safe return to this conntry, and will bope that his work may be 
of lasting benefit to a cause which he and all of us deeply cherish, 


Rumania and the Jews. 


THOSE who have continued to follow the proceedings of the Peace 
Conference will not be surprised at the news which a correspondent 
sends us from Paris. The Poles objected td the treaty safeguarding 
Jewish rights, but eventually signed. The Rumanians also regard the 
stipulations respecting the Jews as an invasion of their sovereign rights ; 
but, so far, they do not seem to have yielded to the decision of the Con- 
ference, If Mr. BRATIANO really resents the step taken by the Powers, 
it is clearly himself and his fellow-nationals whom he ought to blame, 
During the last forty years and more, Rumania has by solemn 
treaty been under obligation to forestall such action, but has 


steadily refused to doso. It is exactly this fact that makes it impossible for | 


the Jewish question to be left to the Rumanian Government to solve, 
Siace that Government has eluded its treaty obligations on the subject, 
and consistently closed its ears against Jewish claims, what reason is 


there to suppose that it will do the right thing if left fo its - 


own devices in the future? Promises time and again have been 
made; nothing has been done. Yet the Conference is asked to make the 
whole Jewish future in Rumania depend upon one more Rumanian 
promise! The suggestion is, indeed, put forward that the whole matter 
should be relegated to the League of Nations. But that is, as our corres- 
pondent points out, merely the familiar policy of postponement, and 
it would leave the safeguarding of the Jewish position to a body whose 
powers and whose whole future are problematical. It is out of the 
question that the Jews of Rumania should gamble on, or be gambled 
with, the League in the manner proposed. It is, of course, to be regretted 
that provisions, such as those to which Rumania objects, should have 
to be made. It is more to be regretted that she has not herself rendered 
them totally unnecessary. But the logic of facts and the teaching of 
history cannot be ignored—at least with safety. oa 


Zionist Progress. 


THE engagement of Professor GEDDES by the Zionist Organisation 
to assist in planning a new Jerusalem and the proposed University 
is indeed a welecme step. Professor GEDDES enjoys a wide and 
deserved reputation as an authority on town-planning—he was the Director 
of the Cities and Town Planning Exhibition held some time ago, and has 
written largely on the subject. Throughout his career, too, he 
has been closely associated with University life. The choice 
of Professor GEDDES is a very happy one, and his advice and assistance 
are certain to prove of the utmost utility. The appointment is also 
evidence that a new Palestine—and a Jewish Palestine—has now become 
something very much more than a dream, The movement to that end 
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has fury entered upon the region of practical endeavour, and the 
enlistment of the aid of such men as Professor Gipprs 
affords it the best of good opportunities. Its ultimate praé- 
tical prospects, however, we are convinced, depend in no 
small measure upon the futare aims that it is intended to serve. The 
excellent work now being devised will never yield its full fruit if it ig 
divorced from the full national ideal; and it is to be hoped that the 
Peace Conference will regard Professor GEDDES's appointment 
as an earnest of the constructive enthusiasm which Jews - will 
evince, if the British Declaration is interpreted in a large and 
wise spirit, and not in a pedantic and churiish manner. “We 
notice that Dr. WEIZMANN is to address a Zionist meeting 
in East London.on Wednesday. We once again appeal to him to take 
this opportunity to explain fully. and freely the position of the 
Zionist negotiations, and, in particular, what concrete conception has 

been attached by him and his colleagues to the phrase “ Jewish 
National Home” in any claims they have submitted, and 
what precise political value the Powers themselves have 
so far agreed to attach to it. That, as we pointed out, 

the Zionist leader purported to do at a meeting of the English 

Zionist Federation recorded in our last issue. But it seems to us that, 

either of set purpose or accidentally, he missed or evaded the vital point. 

We urge this, as Dr. We1ZzMANN himself has so generously recognised, 
out of no mere idle captiousness, or indulgence in criticism for criticism’s 

sake. We urge it because we believe that in candour lies the best—perhaps 
the only—hope of the movement. We are convinced that the day of 

rhetorical generalisation is long overpast. The time has come for 
practical consultation and mutual confidence ; and the failure to recognise 

this may be fraught with misfortune to the cause which Dr. Weiz- 


MANN—like, if we may be permitted to say so, ourselves—has so 
supremely at heart. 


The Removal of 'ews’ College. 


WE make no complaint that the Jewish War Memorial Scheme should 
be subjected to vigorous criticism. We welcome the fresh currents of 
thought that it has sent through the Community, and are glad to publish 
such able letters as that of Mr. Louis ZANGWILL, which we printed 


in our last issue, much as we may ourselves differ from Mr. 
ZANGWILL’S views. The very fact that the scheme has created so 
much discussion is something to its credit. At the same time, we 
have to escape from mere controversy, and to see whether something 
concrete and substantial cannot come of all the enthusiasm and 
energy lavished on the proposal. So far, the debate has revolved 
a most entirely round the suggested removal of Jews’ College to one of the 
University towns. With all deference to Major STERN and Mr. WALEY 
COHEN, from whom we published a very lucid letter a fortnight ago, 
important and in our view highly desirable as the transference may 
be, we cannot regard it as the corner-stone of the scheme. There 
are other elements of great consequence in the project—matters 
of moment such as the promotion of religious education, the 
re-construction of the ecclesiastical organisation, and the raising 
of the ministerial status, which we regard as practical proposals 
of far-reaching effect; and it would surfly be a thousand pities 
if these were obscured or side-tracked by a @>mparatively minor dispute 
over the exact local of the new seminary. To oyr thinking, most, if 
not all, of the objections to the removal of Jews’ College are shadowy 
fears which would be forgotten once the College were established in its 
new home; and it is hard to reconcile oneself to the impairment or 
destruction of the whole scheme through an exaggerated regard for such 
ill-founded scruples. The Memorial has been launched by two young 
Jewish idealists, who have disentangled themselves from the small soul- 
killing adventures of the past, and bave viewed the great demands of the 
CommimMnity, for the first time in modern days, in a large and broad spirit. 
It is this spirit which many of us have been yearning for in the bandling 
of Jewish problems, and it is not encouraging to find the scheme assailed 
on what, we are convinced, is a point of detail, though it is not surprising — 
it is but natural—that the parochially-minded should strive to maintain 
the Community in its old parochialism. But then this spirit, if it pre. 
vails, must kill the scheme, and we very much hope that such a fate will 
not befallit. English Jews must endeavour to carry out the proposals on 
the generous scale in which they were conceived. 


Jewish “Conspiracy ’’! 


WE are not in the least aggrieved that the question of anti-Semitism 
should become the subject of public controversy. On the contrary, the 
more its causes are probed by men single-mindedly anxious to get at the 
truth, the more have Jews and other nations to gain. It is the truth that 
is most to seek in this matter—and hardest to find. We agree however, 
with “ Mentor” who last week dealt with this subject, that the quest 
is not matertally helped by some of the guesses or the dogmatic assertions 
that have appeared in the letters in the Westminster Gazette 
during the last few days. To endeavour, as one writer does, to 
trace in the Jew’s alleged business methods—a greater readiness to take 
advantage of a man’s weakness—the. real root of anti-Semitism is, it 
must be admitted, at best a very partial and ineffective analysis of the 
situation, quite apart, as was pointed out, from its questionableness as a 
statement of fact. As Mr. ZANGWILL observes, the maxim “caveat 
emptor” does not come from the Talmud. Such an estimate leaves out 
of notice some of the most important factors, and barely touches 
the surface of the matter. It does not explain, as Sir PHILIP 
MaGNus, M.P., pointed out in his contribution (from which we quote 
elsewhere in this issue) in the Westminster Gazette on Friday last, such 
disasters as the Spanish expulsion, and fails also to explain the immunity 
of others who should certainly not be immune, if business aptitude alone 
were in question. But the commercial test is after all a piece of harm. 
less academic speculation compared with Mr. HILAIRE BELLOC’S 
assumption of a Jewish conspiracy, which he insisted upon in a letter 
that we reprinted last week. To realise the bitter irony of this suggestion, 
we have but toremember the Jews’ traditional inter-contentiousness, their 
failure to agree in the face of the most terrifying of dangers, their utter lack 
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of a common platform, and complete unpreparedness for calamity when 
atlength it steals upon them. Divided from fellow- Jew athome and abroad, 
and unable to co-operate effectively even in the task of rescuing the fallen 
and the down-trodden, the Jew is the supreme example in history of the 
listless and the unorganised; and of all the epithets that could be 
applied to the race, none is so ludicrous a verbal misfit ac conspirator. 
Unhappily, the Jew has been mare conspired against than conspiring, 
and Mr. BELLoc need only turn to the abortive gathering in Paris 
recently, or to the colamns of the Morning Post during the last few 
months, to realise that whatever garments may sit well on the Jew, it 
fs not the conspirator’s cloak. 


A Synagogue for Cricklewood. 


THE proposal to establish a new Congregation at Cricklewood 
deserves the utmost encouragement. The centre of gravity of London 
Jewry has largely shifted to the North-West, and the movemenf will 
probably continue. No one will contend that the existing synagogue 


accommodation in the area is adequate. As is well known, both 
the Brondesbury and Hampstead Synagogues have waiting lists—if a 
term redolent of hotels and boarding houses be permissible—and it is 


surely a very undesirable thing that men and women desirous of joining . 


a synagogue should be debarred through mere lack of room. Moreover, 
even if the accommodation were better than it is, the distance from 
these synagogues is inconvenient to residents in Cricklewood, while the 
same consideration applies to the children whose Jewish religious 
education demands that at least they should be sent to synagogue 
classes. Nobody can desire in these days needlessly to multiply 
synagogues, but in the present instance there appears to be a very good 
case for adding to the number, and the promoters of the Cricklewood 
movement should receive wide support in their efforts. 


The Chief Rabbi at Margate. 


A reception in honour of Dr. Hertz was given last Sunday by the 
Margate Congregation in the ball-room of the Queen's Hotel. 

Mr. J. Rosenthall, the President of the Congregation, was in the chair, and 
was supported on the platform by the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Hertz, the Mayor 
and Mayoress of Margate, Dayan and Mrs. Feldman, Rabbi Prof. Dr. and 
Mrs. H. Gollancz, the Rev. and Mrs. I. Livingsione, the Rev. A. and Mrs. 
Schloss, the Rev. S. J. and Miss Roco, Mr. H. Shaw, Treasurer, and Mrs. 
Shaw, and Mrs: Rosenthall. 

Bouquets were presented to Mrs. Hertz and to the Mayoress by Mr, 
Shaw’s little daughters. 

The CHAIRMAN having extended a cordial welcome to the Chief Rabbi and 
Mrs. Hertz, ard to the Mayor and Mayoress, 

The MAYyor expressed bis pleasure at having been invited to take part in 
_ welcoming the Chief Rabbi, and sepported the Chairman's appeal for contribu- 
tions towards the Building Fund. No on he Mayor said, would be more 
pleased than he to welcome a permanent s¥nagogue in the Borough of Margate. 
The town bad much to be thankful for tothe Jewish Community, and he hoped 
that many more Jews would become'actual residents. After referring to the 
anxious years of war, and to the sufferings of Margate during that period, the 
Mayor said that he looked forward to the coming of better times in which the 
Jewish Community would play a noble part. 

The Curer Raps thanked the Mayor for his words of good-will. He 
referred to the faithful work that had been achieved by the pioneers of the 
Congregation, particularly in connection with the religious needs of the Jewish 
soldiers during the War, and emphasised Mr. Shaw's enthusiasm and tact in 
this matter. The attendances at the Synagogue were much in excess of the 
accommodation, aod it was urgently necessary to obtain a house of worship 
that would be worthy of Anglo-Jewry. They were fortunate to have secured 
the Rev. A. Schloss as their Minister. He would help them to the utmost of 
his ability, but the residents and visitors must put their shoulders to the wheel 
and give their willing support. In conclusion, the Chief Rabbi reminded them 
of Sir Moses Montefiore's motto “ Think and Thank.” They should think of 
their obligations as Jews: they should show their gratitude to God by returning 
unto Him something of what he bad rendered to them. 

Dayan FELDMAN alluded to the breezy and sympathetic speech of the 
Mayor and referred to his broad-mindedness and tolerance. A Synagogue, 
Dayan Feldman said, was a symbol of Jewish loyalty and Jewish good citizen- 
ship, and by his persuasive eloquence and his presence the Mayor had given 
them every encouragement. — 

Rabbi Dr. GOLLanNcz spoke of the anti-Jewish feeling which existed in some 
places, but which was practically non-existent in Margate. The Jew should 
demand not tolerance, but justice and humanity, and he hoped that if any of 
his coreligionists misconducted themselves in Margate, the Mayor and the non- 
Jew in general would not put it down to the discredit of Judaism or of the 
ewish race, but to the individual failings of those who did not respect their 
aith and their high ideals. 

The Rev. A. SCHLOSS, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chairman, 
emphasised the good work and the untiring efforts of Mr. Rosentball and Mr. 
Shaw. He pointed out that it was the duty of every Jew to see that adequate 
Synagogue accommodation should be found for all comers, and that it was 
mostly on their behalf that they had met that day to solicit their support and 
sympathy for the sacred cause. 

Mr. H. SHAaw later announced that many donations had been given to 
the building fund, and many more promised. He mentioned that he had 
received a letter from an esteemed helper who came to his assistance during the 
dark days of the war—Mr. Joseph I. Jacobs—regretting his. inability to attend 
that day, and enclosing a cheque for fifty guineas towards the building fund. 
Mr. Samuel Harris (who bad previously given Mr. Shaw fifty guineas towards 
the redecorating of the exterior of the synagogue) had given {25 on the present 
occasion.

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THE “COMMUNAL. ARMCHAIR. 
FROM MY NOTE BOOK. 


By Mentor. 


HE acceptance by Sir Stuart Samuel of the by no means light and 
easy mission to Poland, reveals a strain in bis character that is 
undetected, becanse unsuspected by the general observer. To 
him, Sit Stuartis something of a cynic, but mnch more one 

unable to take things seriously, because ever réady to sacrifice the most 
earnest consideration to a joke and the gravest thoughts to a quip; whilean 
anecdote overtrumps with him any mutter of whatever moment or 
importance. But, in truth, these are but surface marks, Beneath them 
there are the quality of stern sense of daty and a faculty of self-sacrifice, 
and these it is that have responded tothe call, not alone of the Govern- 
ment, but of the conditions in Poland. And they have answered, 
with the alacrity of his original namesake, impelling him to a prompt 
“ Here am I,” because the call was to what may prove to be the perform- 
ance of distinguished service fr the Jewish people. 


The Horror of the Ukraine. 


In the Ukraine there bas been a holocaust of Jews, so I learn 
from trustworthy sources, that puts Poland into the shade and 
makes the pogroms there sink into a _ shrivelied insignificance. 
There are towns in the Ukraine where Jewish communities 
numbering thousands have been literally wiped out of existence, no single 
soul having been left to tell the grim story of annibilation. And this 
hellish borror goes on, not in one or two places I am assured, but over a 
vast territory where from point to point there flares up a fire of human 
atrocity, like beacons signalling to Heaven to witness the flouting to 
which men aré subjecting it. Tens of hundreds of our people thus go 
down to death and—it is the custom of Russia—no casualty lists are 
prepared. What a farce it was for.us Jews to have celebrated Peace 
and tendered thankegiving that hostilities had ceased and praise that 
Victory had gone to the Right! For us our war goes on, and we still have 
to struggle against Might. : 

The cause and incidence of these pogroms, from all I can learn, are 
complex aud obscure. It is difficult to state their origin or their progress, 
because so many factors appear to be at work contributing to the awful 
tragedy. But it would seem that the one word that can best supply the 
key to the reason of these outbreaks is Chaos, which reigns supreme 
in so much of Eastern Europe. Every man’s hand is against every 
Other man. There is thus a constant and general onslaught and at 
intervals there is formed a coalition which unites in determining to kill 
Jews. It is, therefore, of no consequence what exact political label the 
Jew may exhibit. Be he Cadet or Republican, Tsarist or Bolshevist, or 
be he none of them and of no other denomination matters nothing. 
Many a time it happens that, for self-protection, the Jew will be all things 
in turn, a veritable political chameleon, changing his colours as this or 
that faction gains dominance. But the speedy turn-round avails not at 
all, while even the baptismal font is now no refuge for the Jew as in the 
days when Autocracy was supreme in Russia. For not much store to-day 
is set by religion. 


The Voleano Erupts. 


It is nat Jew-hatred or anti-Semitism that is at work. Itis the spirit 
of chaotic disorder which naturally turns to violence and spends its force 
upon the Jew because, on the one hand, he is helpless, that is to say, with 
none to help him, and because, on the other, as an object for outrage he 
has a fatal faculty tor minimising differences and accentuating points of 
agreement in the populations by whom he is surrounded. I asked some- 
one the other day what would happen to these hordes, steeped in chaos and 
immersed in disorder which inevitably breeds violence, if there were no 
Jews upon whom their appetite could be appeased, if not satiated. “They 
would commit suicide—they would do violence to themselves,” he replied. 
And on my expressing surprise, be assured me that this has actually 
happened by the wholesale in districts where there were no Jews and 
where chaos was doing its fell work. The worst of it all is that in the thick 
darkness compared with which that which fell upon Egypt asa plague 
was but as twilight, no one, even the most hopeful or the most expert, can 
descry a glimmer of light. 

A keen observer, who is by no means a pessimist, assured me that in 
his view it may be many years before anything like ordered government, 
or a sane governance, will be vouchsafed to Russia. And in that seething 
cauldron of anarchy and outrage our brothers and sisters are doomed to 
broil! Itis bad enongh for men and women to be condemned to stew in 
their own juice, but to be remorselessly compelled to boil in someone 
else’s gravy is hard measure in all sooth. Is it however someone 
else’s after all? Is it not the liquid derived from the inept 
fickleness of our People for generations; apalsied spiritlessness from 
which we would not release ourselves, even when the sure danger of it 
all was shouted to us by warning voices? “The volcano will not erupt 
and overwhelm us with its lava: we have lived here on the volcano's 
side for our lives, as our fathers before us. . Leave us alone and 
don’t worry us with your speeching and your agitating—besides, not only 
will all your prophesying of hard things give us such a bad name with 
our neighbours but your very shouting wil! disturb the volcano and tend to 
its eruption.” Such was the argument; here is the proof of its wisdom ! 


Bolshevism in the Synagogue. 


There-is, travelling from things of enormous moment to others 
comparatively puny, from matters general to those local, an aspect 
of this “dead” season which is of interest. It is the manner in 
which Jewish Ministers view their duty, the claims of their faith, and the 
needs of their congregatiofs during its prevalence. I am told of one 
synagogue which characteristically boasts of two Ministers (although one 
of them does enough boasting for the whole congregation, himself and 
his beloved colleague included) that a few Sabbaths ago was without any 
official to conduct the service for the considerable nuinber who had 
gatnered to worship, Needless to say, there was no hon, officer so 
unconventional as at this season of the year to be present either; and 
so the position had to be overcome by the application of a little 


practical Bolshevism. A Soviet was formed and a Chazan-Commissary 
selected, who, by the by, performed his part admirably, the members 
being apparently none the worse for the fact that he could only read 
for, and not preach to, them. 


At another place devoted to, though it is said by nod means extensively 
used for worship, they go one better in the “dead season. For about 
a month and a half the synagogue is closed altogether, no service being 
held there at all. This is, in fact, an exercise of B ishevism—for that 
much-misunderstood word really means, in common parlance, “the whole 
hog.” This, be it noted, to a congregation to whom the cult is a living 
nightmare, more than one member and, it occurs to me, at least one 
minister, of which has “the wind up” about the miserable cfeed to such 
an extent that they have been reduced to the most absurd 
panic-fiight to moral funk-holes at the bare mention of the thing. To 
apply “the whole hog” to a synagogue—however little to some of the 
members that animal as food is proscribed—does not seem quite comme 
sl faut. But, after all, there is a logicality, in this case, about this 
“dead” season closing. It is de vigenur during its days to 
be away from town, and a community to which fashion is the 
be all and end all of existence would naturally find it difficult to conceive, 
and still more difficult to pay veneration to, a Suprene Being who will be 
sO perverse and eccentric as to remain in London during August. The 
least the members feel they can do is to pretend that He is away by shutting 
up the synagogue; just as others whostay in town during the holiday season 
hide their social delinquency by keeping down the blinds of their town 
mansions. It is at best, however, a vulgar pretence in both,cases, 


Weizmann and George. 


The faithfulness with which, subconscionsly perhaps—or perhaps it 
is the likeness of character between the two men—Dr. Weizmann moulds 
himself, or is moulded, upon the pattern of Mr. Lloyd George, is a sub- 
ject of general remark. Let me give just a few examples.- In the 
Zionist Movement Dr. Weizmann, like Mr. George in English 
politics, is poacher turned gamekeeper. The present Prime 
Minister caballed no more persistently against his predecessors 
than did the Zionist Leader against his former Chiefs. A gay bubbling 
optimism which goes to the extent of believing things are as they 
wish them to be, just because they so wish them, characterises both 
men, together with a deep and abiding disregard, as subsidiary, 
of any qnestion when set beside the supreme one of success in the 
cause they champion, and which is not easily separated from their own 
personalities. 

Each of them has magnetic powers which they know how to 
exercise upon those with whom they come in contact, and utilise it instead 
of such awkward things as hard provable facts. Thus the ways of the 
Government are the ways of the Zionist Movement. Extravagance has 
been a besetting sin of the former; it is now being levelled as a 
charge against the latter. Dr. Weizmann has not a_ Bank 
of England from which to obtain cash credits upon the security of 
the nation being certain to foot the bill.- But he demands Preparation 
funds and funds for Restoration, and the money appears with all the 
ease of a printing-press turning out Bradburys. Both methods serve 
—at least for the time being—for floating purposes of, in-each case, 
National activity represented, to so large an extent, by a vast array of 
Bureaus, and Committees, and offices, and a superfluous population of 
officials to inhabit them. 


And the similarity receives striking confirmation by the appointment 
of a Geddes to help the Zionist leader, just as the Prime Minister has 
relied in every emergency upon the assistance of ore of that name in 
any capacity that for the moment was needed. 1. it not, by the by, 
characteristic of our people to “ grouse” at the extravagance alleged 
against Dr. Weizmann and his friends, without first knowing what we 
are to get for the expenditure? If the Zionist leader and his friends can 
secure a real, true, and genuine settlement upon National lines, which 
will enable the Jewish question to be placed upon the way of being if 
not solved then dissolved, any amount that has been sent will be cheap. 
Millions would not be any too dear a price. It is not what they are paying 
for the whistle that is in the least important, when compared with what 
sort of whistle they are paying for.

JEWS IN EASTERN EUROPE. 
THE BRITISH MISSION TO POLAND. 


DATE OF DEPARTURE. 

As was first announced in the Jewish CHRONICLE last week, Sir 
Stuart Samuel, who has been appointed chief of the British Mission to 
proceed to Poland and to enquire there into the position of the Jews and 
into the facts concerning the recent pogroms, is to be accompanied by 
Capt. Peter Wright, as Assistant Commissioner. Sir Stuart leaves for 
Poland in the course of next week. 


SIR STUART SAMUEL ON HIS MISSION. 


Sir Stuart Samuel informed a representative of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE that he had not yet received detailed instructions from the 
Foreign Office, but the Commission had been appointed to investigate 
the present condition of the Jews in Poland and the truth of the alleged 
excesses against them. 

‘My Deputy Commissioner,” said Sir Stuart, “ will be Capt. Peter 
Wright. We hope to leave by September 2nd, and after a few 
days in Paris will proceed to Warsaw, where I hope to be for Rosh 
Hashana. As the staff of the Commission has not yet been appointed, 
it is possible that our departure may be somewhat delayed. No definite 
programme has yet been formulated, but we are given practically carte 
blanche, and I am very anxious to obtain any information that may be 
tendered to me from private sources. Our procedure will probably not be 
determined until we arrive in Poland, where I anticipate that every 
facility will be afforded us by the Polish authorities. I do not know whether 
the Morgenthau Commission will still be in Poland when we arrive, or 
whether we shall have any relations with that body. I may state, how- 
ever, that the British Commission is entirely independent.” 

At the time of our representative's visit the official announcement of 
the appointment of the Commission had not yet been published, although 
Sir Stuart had been informed of its terms. 


RUMANIA AND THE PEACE CONFERENCE, 


THE JEWISH 


POSITION, 
Paris [F.A.C.] 

Rumania is causing considerable difficulty to the Peace Conference, and 
that not alone upon the question of Hungary. The position of Jews in 
Rumania has become a thorny subject, and one that may have .far-reaching 
consequences in any settlement that may be arrived at. 

The Conference has decided to ask Rumania to sign a treaty similar in all 
respects to that which was obtained from Poland ; the object, of course, being 
to secure entire civil and political equality of the Jews in Rumania and to 
ensure their safety as citizens of that country. To ths, Mr. Bratiano has offered 
the very stoutest objection. He says that the signing of such a treaty would 

_be a virtual abrogation gf the sovereign rights of Rumania, and he has given to 
the Conference an assurance that the rightsof Jews there will be granted to them 
by the Rumanian Government without the interference of any outside body. 

But the record of Rumania in her treatment of the Jews is too notorious 
for her word to be taken. Indeed, she has flagrantly broken the bond into 
which she entered at the Berlin Congress, and by every sort of political 
manipulation has kept Jews out of their civic and political rights which, under the 
Berlin Treaty, she was supposed specifically to undertake to confer upon the 
Jewish subjects of the Rumanian Government. The Rumanian delegate haS 
now put forward a counter-suggestion to the effect that the whole question 
should be left over to the League of Nations. There is evidently yet 
another attempt of Rumania to wriggle out of her obligations. She hopes that 
the League of Nations, if it ever comes into effectual existence, will not have 
the wish to disturb the pea-e for the sake of Rumanian Jews, and will not have 
the capacity necessary for enforcing upon Rumania the granting of their rights. 
In any case, Mr. Bratiano knows that there is great virtue in deferring thig 
awkward topic until the Peace Conference separates, because there probably 
never will be a finer opportunity for compelling Rumania to treat her Jews 
properly than is now presented by the meeting of the Peace Conference., 

The importance of the question from the Jewish point of view can scarcely 
be exaggerated. If the Peace Conference should give way to Rumania and 
should not stand firm, it is only reasonable to suppose that other Governments, 
that of Czecho-Slovakia, for instance, the Ukrainian, if there ever is to 
be a Ukrainian Government—and the Finnish—all will refuse to sign a 
Treaty according to Jews civil and political rights; and it will be very difficult 
for the Peace Conference, assuming it yields to Rumania, to enforce such 
a Treaty upon them. And it would also be very difficult for the Peace 
Conference to answer, in such circumstances, a suggestion which might be 
made by Poland for revocation of its Treaty, so far as the Polish Jews are 


concerned, or at least a very considerable amendment of the document they 
have signed. 


THE POGROMS. 


POGROM AT MINSK, 


THIRTY-ONE JEWS KILLED. 


Despite the ass iven in the fi 
urances given in the first accounts of th 
of Minsk to the effect that only three Jewish Bolsheviks had grt“ pa 
official account published by the American Commissioner, General Jadwin 
makes it clear that a serious pogrom occurred there. Thirty-one Jews and 
ewesses were shot dead. The victims include five children. General Jadwin 
Meclares that the civil Jewish population did not attack or fire at the Poles. 


Ninety-five per cent. of the shops plundered belonged to Jews. According to 
reports received by the General, 376 shops belonging to Jews and a large 
number of private houses were pillaged by the soldiers. His account states 
that one Jew was cruelly murdered, and at least others were shot without any 
reason. Eight Jews perished in the fighting which occurred in the streets. The 
Poles state that six rioters were sentenced to death, and that four soldiers 
were killed and nine were wounded in the attempts to restore order. General 
Jadwin commended the energy of General Sheptizky, Commandant Ratch- 
kovitch, and the lo-al bishop in endeavouring to restore order. He attributed 
the pogrom to the lack of officers to control the soldiers, to the libels spread 
against Jews, and to the sharp division of interests between the Poles and Jews, 
the former being devoted to the land and the latter to commerce. General 
Jadwin also commended the conduct of the Jewish leaders, Dr. Churgin and 
MM. Rabbinowitch and Kaban. 


BOLSHEVIKS AND THE RABBIS OF MINSK. 
COPENHAGEN [F.O.C,) 

Before their retreat from Minsk, the Bolsheviks accused Maggid Epstein of 
profiteering, and they proceeded to his house in order to arresf him. A few 
Jewish notables, however, hid him. The Bolsheviks in their rage fined M. 
Epstein 100,000 roubles, and arrested Chief Rabbi Rabbinowiiz and Rabbis 
Rogov and Baitchan as hostages. A spontaneous movement, even among the 
poorest Jews, was set on foot to collect a sufficient sum to secure the release o/ 
the Rabbis, and especially of the highly respected Chief Rabbi. The 
Bolsheviks immediately realised the unpopularity of their action and released 
the Rabbis, but they confisca:ed the home of M. Epstein. 


THE COURTS-MARTIAL ON POGROM ORGANISERS. 
Warsaw 

The entire anti-Jewish Press is severely criticising the Government for its 
decision to establish forty Courts-Martia! to deal with the rioters. The 
measure is regarded as a concession to the Jews and as a blow to Polish 
prestige. The Dwa Grosze predicts that the step will incite the Christian 
Poles to more serious excesses. The Warsaw Gasectte asserts that the measure 
will have no effect on the rioters. Warsaw Jewry confesses, however, that it 
fails to appreciate the reason for the anti-Semitic outcry. The order issued 
by the Government speaks in perfectly general terms of punishMent by Court- 
Martia! of all rioters, whether their offence be committed against Jews or Chris- 
tians. If the Polish assertions are to be taken seriously, they always emphasise 
the point that in all riots not only Jews but Christians also suffer. In the face 
of such declarations it is obviously difficult to understand how a decision to try 
rioters by Court-Martial becomes a concession to Jewry and an act “ which is 
bound to tax the patience of Poles” to such an extent as to provoke new anti- 
Jewish outbreaks. 


PROTESTS OF POLISH JEWISH COMMUNITIES. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.} 

The Jewish Deputies received a memorial from the Jewish Community of 
Raigrod, in which attention is drawn to the fact that Jews, unlike Christians, are 
not allowed to leave the town and travel in the villages without special permits. 
At the bridge the crossing has become a matter of great difficulty for Jews, owing 
to the continued attacks on our coreligionists, who are frequently beaten and ill- 
treated there. All the synagogues, too, were recently searched, the floors were 
raised and the stoves pulled down in the attempt of the authorities to discover 
munition stores. The jewish deputies made representations to the Government 
on the subject of the memorial.

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The Jews of Ilov complain in another memorial that the new Municipality 
has handed all articles sold ucder a monopoly to Christian merchants, who 
compel the Jewish tailors to buy goods under most disadvantageous conditions. 
The memorial asserts that the Jewish merchants are threatened with total ru n. 


MORE POLISH JEWISH WORKMEN DISMISSED. 
Warsaw [F.OC.} 
We often hear that for purposes of propaganda abroad the Polish Jew 
is officially painted as a mere merchant or shopkeeper who is of little value to 
the State in comparison with the working classes. The Government, however, 
far from encouraging Jewish artisans and labourers, is constantly discharging 
them. Mr. Morgenthau recently received a deputation of Jews who had been 
dismissed from employment at the railways. To that number another batch of 
Jewish artisans employed at the railways can now be added. The authorities 
gave as a reason for their action the objections of the Christian Union to the 
employment of Jews. When. however, the Union was approached on the 
matter, it categorically denied the assertion of the authorities, and the full facts 
of the case were submitted to the Government. 


JEWISH QUESTION IN POLISH PARLIAMENT. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.]} 
The Polish Parliament rejected by 150 votes against 111 a motion by 
M. Griinbaum, inviting the Government immediately to introduce a Bill into 
the House, facilitating the grant of Polish citizenship, and to annul the 
orders for the expulsion of aliens. The House also rejected a motion for the 


immediate removal of the old Tsarist restrictions against Jews in the Bielostock 
district. 


DR. JOSEPH KRUK WOUNDED. 

Warsaw [F.O.C.] 
Dr. Joseph Kruk, Editor of Unser Weg (who was sometime ago in England), 
was wounded in an attempt to rescue Jews who were attacked at the railway 
station of Kolushki. His train happened to pass the station in the course of 
repeated assaults on Jews by soldiers. Dr. Kruk tried to protect three old 
coreligionists, and took them into his carriage. In closing the door of the 
carriage in great haste he broke the glass. Soldiers struck him on the head, and 
afew ladies endeavoured to bandage up his wound. Gendarmes appeared, 


however, and dragged him to the stationmaster to pay for the broken glass. 


He oflered to pay for it on the spot. A few other Jews also expressed their 
wish to pay for the damage, but the offers were declined and Dr. Kruk bad to 
face a hostile mob on the platform. The crowd endeavoured to approach him, 
but fortunately for him an English newspaper fell out of his pocket, and the 
soldier who picked it up exclaimed that he was English. The rioters then 
allowed Dr. Kruk to pass in peace to the office of the stationmaster and pay for 
the glass. During the attack on the Jews at the station a number of them were 
wounded, many had their beards cut off, and ten were forced to proceed toa 
medical assistant and pay to have their beards cut. 


SYNAGOGUE DESTROYED. 


Warsaw [F.0.C.] 
At Slupianova (near Kieltce), peasants attacked the synagogue and 
« destroyed the whole of the interfor. All prayer-books were torn up, but by 
some miracle the Scrolls of the Law escaped the notice of the rioters and were 
saved, 
Jews were also attacked at Lukov by riotous soldiers. Many Jews were 
beaten, and a number of our coreligionists had their beards cut or torn off. 


CHASSIDIM MISTAKEN FOR BOLSHEVIKS. 
Warsaw [F.0.C.} 


The police mistook for Bolsheviks a party of twenty Chassidim who were 
praying at midnight on a Saturday in the house of the Tsadick of Kozenitz. All 
were arrested, but were subsequently released, The police, however, instituted 
proceedings against the Chassidim for holding an illegal meeting. 


M. FARBSTEIN SECURES CONCESSIONS. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.] 
Deputy Farbstein secured an important concession at the Ministry of 
Education, where he was promised that a circular would be issued very shortly, 
releasing Jewish pupils in schools from writing and drawing on Saturdays. 
According to the proposed circular these pupils will only be required to 
attend the lessons on Saturdays. Deputy Farbstein was also informed that the 
entire question of permitting Jewish pupils to absent themselves from educa- 


tional institutions on Saturdays and Jewish Holy Days would be considered by 
the Cabinet. 


SOLDIERS WITHDRAWN FROM JEWISH CEMETERY. 
WARSAW (F.O.C. 

As the result of the representations of the Jewish deputies to the Polish 
Minister of War, concerning the desecration of the Jewish burial ground at 
Lodz by soldiers, the Minister issued an order prohibiting the soldiers from 
using the ground as pasture for their horses and from interfering with funerals. 


SUFFERINGS OF INTERNED JEWS. 


M. Farbstein, a member of the Polish Diet, states that some thousands of 
Jews and non-Jews who have been arrested and deported from Galicia without 
having been informed of the reason, are being interned in Strzalknow. Their 
condition is extremely serious, for they are starving. They are half-naked and 
without any footwear. Eight hundred are dangerously ill in hospital; the 
patients lie on straw sacks and are not receiving proper medical attention. 
They are unmercifully beaten with iron bars. Some have been shot without 
cause. The commander of the camp has not even attempted to deny that this 
cruel treatment is in force. He declared that this method is both 
necessary and useful. When M. Farbstein requested that the prisoners who 
had given him information should not be punished, the commander replied that 
he could not give such a promise. 


ANOTHER DIPLOMATIC POST FOR POLISH JEW. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.}- 


M. Anatol Miblstein has been appointed Secretary of the Polish Legation 
at Brussels, 


Baron Edmond de Rothschild’s Gift. 


Baron Edmond de Rothschild has informed the Académie des Beaux Aris 
that he has purchased a residence in London, to be placed at its disposal for 
the accommodation not only of artists, but of all young people engaged in 
literary and scientific work. The Academie, in thanking the generous donor, 
declared that his gift would draw still closer together the bonds of friendship 
uniting the two countries.—Reuter, Paris, Saturday, 

The foregoing announcement evidently refers to the gift ms Baron Edmond 
Mentioned in our issue of December 27th last. We then stated that the French 
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A> demy of Fine Art of which the Baron is a member, had decided to create 
in London a Maison de France on the lines of the Villa Velasquez in Madrid, 
an | that towards the cost of the “ House,” he had given to the Academy the 
munificent sum of 300,990 francs. 

According to the Tem+s, the house o fered by Baron de Rothschild is in 
the neighbourhood of Hyde Park. 

The London correspondent of the Manchester Guardian writes: There 
could be no more practical method than this of strengthening the ties between 
France and England. It now remains for a wealthy Englishman to return the 
compliment and found a hostel for English students in Paris. Baron Edmond 
de Kothschild is now the only surviving member of his own generation in the 
great Parisian banking house of which his nephew Baron Edouard is the head. 
He has a beautiful hotel entre cour et jardin in the Faubourg St. Honoré, close 
to the British Embassy, and his collection of pictures and other works of art is. 
one of the finest in Paris. It includes Gainsborough’s * Pink Boy” and a 


famous Rubens which was formerly in the Duke of Marlborough’s collection 
at Blenheim. 


A Mandatory Power for Turkey. 
CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.] 

The Commission appointed by President Wilson to ascertain the wishes of 
the peoples in the Orient with respect to a Mandatory Power for these regions 
bas arrived here, with Dr. Crane at its head. In response to a special invita- 
tion, the Chief Rabbi of Turkey, who was accompanicd bg Nahmias Bey, 
President of the Great Jewish Assembly, Emmanuel Carasso Effendi, Presi- 
dent of the Lay Council, advocate Isaac Taranto, President of the “ Amicale ” 
and Bene-Israel Associations, and M. Ventura, Professor at the Faculty of 
Law, proceeded to the residence of the American Ambassador, where they had 
a cordial interview with Dr. Crane. In reply to a question put to him, the 
Chief Rabbi said that, basing themselves on the principles formulated by Presi- 
dent Wilson, the Ottoman Jews demanded the recognition and protection of 
National Minorities, and religious, ethnic, national, and linguistic rights. Asked 
whether the Ottoman Jews had any preference fora particular Power as Mandatory 
for Turkey, the Chief Rabbi stated that the Jewish element had no preference. 
All that they desired was the safeguarding of the desiderata he had mentioned, 
and to submit themselves in all confidence to the four great allied Powers. 

The American Mission also received deputations of the Bené Brith Lodge 


and the Zionist Federation of Turkey, who expressed views identical with those 
of the Chief Rabbi. 


General Milne at Smyrna. 


Smyrna [F.O.C.} 

General Milne, Commanding the Allied troops in Asia Minor, and British 
Member of the inter-Allied Commission of enquiry into recent events in this 
region, arrived here on August 6th. Immediately on his arrival General Milne 
received the civil and military authorities and the religious chiefs of the 
different communities. His greeting to the Jewish deputation was very cordial. 
He discussed with the members the treatment of the Jews under the Turkish 
régime, inquired into the number of Jews resident in the town of Smyrna and 
the entire Vilayet, and expressed great interest in the question of the emigration 
of Jews in the district to Palestine. The General was particularly gratified at 
learning that England was preferred as the Mandatory Power.

“JUDEANS” ARRESTED IN PALESTINE 

Early last month fifty-five “ Judeans,” who came to Palestine from Canada 
and the United States, were arrested. The reason given for their arrest is their 
declaration that they would not obey orders in future, and that they no longer 
considered themselves to be soldiers, as they had been promised demobilisation 
six months after the armistice, whereas the military authorities informed them 
that they would be released from the Army six months after the signature of 
the peace. They believe that this decision was taken by the local authorities 
under the inspiration of the Zionist Commission. 

The men further assert that they have been deeply disappointed by the 
present unsatisfactory situation in Palestine. Théy had been led to believe that 
Palestine was to become a Jewish State, whereas they have obtained the 
impression that the country is merely an English province. They complain 
of unfriendly treatment by the Jewish colonists, and that non-Jewish soldiers 
enjoyed greater comforts than they did.

DEAL CAMP. 


A correspondent sends us the following report of the activities of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade during the recent Camp at Deal :— 


On Friday, August Ist, for the firs: time since the outbreak of the War, 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade was able to return to its old camping ground at Deal, 
from which it had had to depart burriedly and unexpectedly on August 4th, 
1914. Considerable difficulty was experienced in arranging this year's Camp, 
particularly in the matter of rations. However, a very old member of the 
Brigade, who recently rejoined (Mr. B. Rubenstein), kindly undertook the task 
of catering for the boys, and, with the energetic assistance of Ouartermaster- 
Sergeant Berly, the work of rationing the Camp wascarried out without a hitch. 

The Brigade Camp Detachment, four hundred strong, under Major C. W. 


Tabbush, paraded at Camperdown House, Aldgate, early on Friday morning, - 


August Ist. Headed by the Brigade band, they marched to Cannon Street 
Station to entrain for Deal. 

That the Brigade boy is fersona grata with the inhabitants of Deal was 
amply proved by the interest and enthusiasm which were displayed by them, 
for they turned out in large numbers to watch the Brigade’s progress through 
thetown. Arrived in camp, the boys soon set to work stowing away their kits 
and bedding in their allotted tents. In the evening a service was held by the 
Chaplain, the Rev. David Hirsch. For the majority of the boys this was their first 
camp, and, as usual, the first night was a rather restless one, many of the younger 
lads having been dressed ready for parade as earlyas two o'clock. The daily 
routine was as follows: 6 a.m., revéille; 6.45, parade for physical drill; 7 


prayers; 7.15, breakfast; 9, Commanding Officer's parade (for company drill, | 


etc.); 11.15, bathing parade; 1 p.m., dinner: 6.45, tea; 9.45, lights out. 
On Friday and Saturday the usual morning and evening services were 
held. Ordinarily all boys had to be back in camp by 9 p.m., but special late 
s were issued at the discretion of the Company Officers. 
A full programme of sports and entertainments had been arranged, and all 
the events were for the most part greatly appreciated. On August 4th a concert 


was givem by the Brigade Pierrot Troupe, under the direction of Mr. H. H. | 


Josephs. On Tuesday there was a cricket match between the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade and the Royal Marines, on the Marines’ ground, the Brigade winning 


by 59runs. The same afternoon the junior boys,.under Capt. L. M. Sharp, . 


had an enjoyable march to Walmer Castile, where they had tea.

ADDRESS TO THE PALESTINE JEWS. 


The Hadaschoth Haaretz, of Jerusalem, has published a manifesto by Dr. 
Max Nordau, addressed to the Jews in Palestine. The following is a re-transia- 
tion from the Hebrew in which the manifesto was printed .— 

I cannot refrain from expressing my deep pain and great shame that I am 
Compelled to write in a foreign language in a paper written in our lofty, immorta! 
language, if I want to talk to the small section of our people, which is so 
bappy, and may be envied by all because it breathes the air of Zion and treads t!: 
ground where vestiges of the footprints of our fathers are still to be found—to 
that small section which has heard again the sound of the words of our seers, and 
which possesses the high consciousness of the self-esteem of the pioneer who 
has to march in advance of the millions of our brethren, whose hearts are 
longing to join the chosen army of the pioneers. 

I have said: “ Themillions”! Yes; because, with burning rage, I stard up 
against the cowards and those full of fear, who ceaselessly argue that every- 
thing must be done with so much caution, that thé Jewish immigration into 
Palestine must be so very slow, and go on so gradually, and that the number o! 
immigrants to Palestine cannot be more than two thousand every year, if troubie 
is to be avoided. In such amanner, they tell us, we may hope, that after filty 
years, we shall have some hundreds of thousands of Jews in the land of our 
fathers. 

Without doubt such a project is very simple, By this means not the 
slightest fear of danger is possible.. This® project does not demand much 
constraifit. Nokind of. responsibility is to be taken, and those who imagine

They 
arrived back in camp some time after lights out, tired but very cheerful after 
their sixteen miles’ march. 

On Friday morning, Brig.-General C. M. N. Parsons, commanding the 
Marine Depdt at Deal, visited the camp, and, at his invitation, the same after- 
noon the Brigade visited the Marine Barracks to witness a display of drill and 
physical training by the Royal Marine Light Infantry, specially arranged for 
the benefit of the lads. The arrangements made for the comfort-and interest 
of the battalion gave evidence of the cordial relations existing. between the 
Marines and the Brigade, At the conclusion of the performance Col, Halsted 
thanked the officers for their courteous invitation. The Officers, jn reply. 
expressed their pleasure at seeing the Brigade at Deal again, and hoped to 


‘welcome the boysin future years. In the evening an imprompiu concert was given 


by the Brigade officers, their efforts being very well received. The prospect 
of going home on Sunday apparently stimulated in the boys a desire to make 

an extra long night of it, and shortly after “lights out” there commenced a 

“rag” which lasted until after midnight. In spite of their late night the boys 
were up punctually at réveille, and's> well did they work that the 
camp was struck and all were réady to move off an hour before schedule time.

Palestine are free of all vestige of worry. No new fertile idea, no organising | 
energy, no genius of a creator, are in such case necessary. The best ‘solution, 
indeed, of the great problems is to deny them altogether ; because it is very easily 
understood that from an infiltration of two thousand persons yearly nothing is 
to be feared. That cannot disturb anyone. In the worst case that can be fed 
from day to day, or it can be given a new “ chaluka.” 

No, this must not be! The present times necessitate the question being , 
envisaged quite otherwise. We have to look at the greatness of the thing. We 
have to work on great lines. Our masses in the pogrom countries wish to 
shake off the dust of those countries which are drenched with their blood—not 
fifty years hence, not to-morrow, but to-day! As heroes, they have fought in . 
the hell-years of the world-war, From to-day and onwards they desire to live | 
as a free people, as a people with honour, with full human and national rights. 

What! They do not want to allow us to enter our land? What kind of 
bitter joke is this? Are we promised Palestine—yes or no? Is the door te; 
be open or locked? If it.is intended to lock the door, then we shall cry aloud | 
in the two hemispheres against those who would perpetrate that cruel joke at 
our expense. Proudly sball we disclose this mean game to the League of the 
Nations, which will be led by justice, and where as we may hops, justice will 
conquer. If the door be opened—and I hope the people of whom I spoke will 
open it, if we exercise our sirong influence—then with a super-force we will 
penetrate into our country. So will it be. We shall enter our country. 

Palestine not able to feed millions of men? This statement is a great 
surprise to me. How do the economists, and colonisers, who do not desire to 
alter the desert in Palestine (or perhaps wish to create it), imagine 
that the earth feeds its inhabitants? To create—what idea have they of any- 
thing creative? Economy? Men create if they make use of the resources of 
the earth, they create it with their work, their inventions; and by creating what 
does not yet exist—manufactures, trade, production, by making use of whatever 
is above and under the earth, and by taking advantage of the dynamic forces of 
Nature. The greater the number of the inhabitants of a country, the 
‘sooner are they able to create wealth for the individual as for the whole com- 
musity. It is not a paradox but a fact: it is an axiom, that a country in which 
& population of only hundreds of thousands remain hungry, may yet be capable 
of feeding millions. - 

Let us demand with no uncertain voice that the gates of our 
country shall be opened to us without any hindrance. We must enter it at 
Once, in large masses, without postponement. For some years to come 
we shall ask for the support of our brethren outside Palestine to meet 
the cost of accommodating the first immigrants into the country. Later on we 
shall strive with all our power to free ourselves from such a situation. In what 
manner? I know my people but too well, and this is why I am not the least 
‘afraid. 


MR. JUSTICE BRANDEIS. 


A reception was given by the English Zionist Federation to Mr. Justice 
Drandeis, yesterday week, at the Finsbury Town Hall. About five hundred 
* fepresentative Zionists were present. Dr. 
Weizmann presided, and among those on the 
platform were Sir Stuart Samuel, Bart., Sir® 
Adolph Tuck, Bart., Drs. Jacobson, Schmarya 
Levin, and Pasmanik, Messrs. Ussishkin, 
Rosoff, B: Goldberg, and Isaac Goldberg. 
Mr. J. Simon, Prof, Frankfurter, and Mrs, J. 
Fels were among the gathering. Madame 
Krashavanoff sang Jewish folk songs. 

Dr. WEIZMANN, who was loudly applauded, 
said that they had assembled to meet, in a 
somewhat modest and intimate way, a man 
who had during the past four or five years 
devoted much time in building up the Zionist 
movement in that part of the world which was 
destined to play almost the most important 
role in the Zionist Organisation—Mr. Louis 
Brandeis. He omitted all titles, for he did not 
propose to speak about Brandeis the great 
magistrate, of his great fight for social justice. 
It was not for him to estimate Mr. Brandeis’ 
great services to the United States, They 
were there to welcome Brandeis, the Jew and the Zionist. Like Herzl, 
Brandeis came from beyond the pale, and, like Herzl, he rapidly developed 
all that was best int he Jewish intellect and the Jewish soul. He began 
slowly the ungrateful work of building up the Organisation in America, 
The result was miraculous. From a small organisation he built up the 
present great structure. That miracle conld have happened only by 
reason of his influence. He succeeded in getting around him workers from 
all quarters. They were there to tell him how they admired his work. With 
the entrance of Brandeis into Zionism a new era began in American Jewry. The 
self-appointed leaders were obliged\io give way. They could no longer occupy 
the positions they had held before, because everybody knew thatit was Brandeis 
who wasreally entitled to speak in the name of American Jewry. In nocountry 
was the conquest of the Community by Zionism so complete as in America. 
The great power of Mr. Brandeis was not diplomacy. He was no diplomat— 
that, perhaps, was the greatest compliment that could be paid him. His was 
the old Jewish weapon—truth. He searched for the truth and be realised that 
Zionism was the only Jewish solution. They could have given him a more 
elaborate reception in a more expensive and more gorgeous place. But they 
preferred to have him among the people who had worked for the last thirty 

ears on bebalf of the movement. They wanted him to be among them, 

They claimed 
the whole of him, his whole soul, whole spirit, and whole power, From the 
bottom of theif hearts they welcomed him. (Loud applause.)

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially written for the Jewish CHRONICEE.] 


THE TEN COMMANDMENTS.—IV. 


“ Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy God in vain, for the. Lord will not 
hold him guiltless who taketh Hts name in vain." —Deuteronomy v., 2 


The name of God in Scripture is always a revelation. By every titlein 
which God made Himself known to Israel, He revealed some attribute of the 
Divine character. If men use the name of God, they must use it in a way 
which is true to Its meaning and intentions, and any use of the name of God 
which denies these and the character of God thereby revealed breaks this 
commandment. Turn to Isaiah xiviii., 1.: “Hear ye this, O house of Jacob, 
whicb are called by the name of Israel, and are come forth out of the waters 


of Judah ; which swear by the name of the Lord and make mention of the 


God of Israel, but not in truth nor in righteousness.” That is the supreme 
form of breaking this commandment—swearing by the name of the Lord, 
but not in truth, making mention of the God of Israel, but not in righteousness. 
These people used the name of God, bat did not obey the revelation contained 
“The Lord will not hold 
him guiltless”—the Hebrew word is clean (P9")—“ the Lord will not hold him 
to be clean who taketh His name in vain.” This is a solemn assertion; the 
heavens trembled when it was announced, say our Sages. The test of moral clean. 
ness is the attitude of a man tothe nameof God. Thisis, indeed, a very searching 
test. God says a man’s relation to His name is the proof of what that man is, 
in the fibre of his being as to cleanness or uncleanness. Men to-day a:e breaking 
this Commandment in three ways—by profanity, frivolity, and hypocrisy. The 
sin of profane swearing prevails to this moment, and there is no more insidious 
habit. It is very often the sin of thoughtlessness. A man is annoyed in some 
way by another, and gives ready tongue to some foul oath in which he -takes 
God's name in vain. Heis taking God's name in vain, because be does not 
mean what he says. Another form of taking God's name in vain obtains in 
some sections of society. There is a light and frivolous use of the Holy Name, 
Stories are told in which the 
name of God is made use of in such a way as to affect men with false humonr. 
That man is unclean through and through, who has lost his veneration for God 
and for His holy, sacred name. A third and subtle form of bréaking the Third 
Commandment is committed by those who pray in no proper spirit of reverence 
and piety. Prayer without practice is blasphemy; praise without adoratior 
robs the benevolence of God of its lustre and beauty. If a man take the rame 
of God for vanity, if truth be not behind his worship, he had better not wors ir 
at all. Hypocrisy is the most subtle form of breaking the Third Commandment 
We pass to 


THE. FOURTH COMMANDMENT, 


Here we note astriking variation between the Deuteronomic version and that 
of Exodus. Exodus connects the Sabbath with creation ; Deuteronomy assigns to 
it a social purpose, and connects it with Israel's liberation irom the Egyptian 
bondage. Thus the Sabbath may be said tg rest in Exodus on a universal, and 
in Deuteronomy on a national, basis. The phraseology both of Deuteronomy and 
of Exodus implies that the Sabbath institute was already well known to the 
people of Israel, so that the commandment was intended, not to enact a new 
observance, but to enforce the continuance of an observance which had come 
down to them from earlier times. First of all, it is clear that the fundamental 
idea of the Jewish Sabbath was that of physical rest, With singular and 
beautiful consideration for the poorest and lowest of God's creatures, the Law 
included in its provision both the slave and the lower animals, and made resi 
for all compulsory on the seventh day. It is too often forgotten, 
however, that the Jewish Sabbath law is a law of work as well as ol 
rest—of rest to follow on work: “Six days shalt thou labour and do all thy 
work; but-the seventh day is a Sabbath unto the Lord thy God.” This was tc 
be the ideal of human life: honest toil in the week, followed by the rest which 
had been earned through toil; that rest itself being the preparation for work 
that ha@ yet to come. But while the Sabbath was primarily instituted for 
purposes of physical rest, it came in process of time to be regarded as an oppor- 
tunity of spiritual rest, and to connect itself with specific religious observances : 
“Ye shall keep My Sabbaths and reverence My sanctuary”; it became a day 
specially set apart for religious worship "—and likewise for religious instruc: 
tion (II. Kings, iv., 23). In Leviticus, xxiii., 3, it is expressly described as 
“a holy convocation,” and in this character it heads the enumeration of the 
appointed holy seasons. The Sabbath is declared to be “ holy unto the Lord” 
(Exodus xvi. 23, xxxi, 1, xxxv. 2). In his vision of Jerusalem's exaltation, 
Isaiah predicts that from one Sabbath to another all flesh will come to worship 
before the Lord (Ixvi., 23). The previous Commandments bad established the 
existence, the unity, and the holiness of God. The institution of the Sabbath 
as a day of religious worship served to give concrete embodiment to these 
principles. It became an eternal sign or covenant with God, so that the 
Talmud describes it as “equal in importance to the whole law.” Maimonides 
concludes his dissertation on Sabbath with the words: “He who breaks the 
Sabbath openly is like the worshipper of the stars, and both are like 
heathens in every respect.” It is, perhaps, mot necessary to labour the 
point that there can be only one Sabbath day for the Jew, and that 
the seventh day. But it is of interest to recall in this connection some 
words of Luther, who remarks (Works, vol, iii.): “ Although the Sabbath has 
been abolished by the Christians, it is yet necessary to keep one especial day in 
the week ; nature also requires both man and beast to abstain from labour, and 
to rest one day of the week. But he who wishes to make a divine command- 
ment of the Sabbath, as an institution ordained by God, must keep the. 
Saturday and not the Sunday ; for the 


SATURDAY HAS BBEN COMMANDED 

to the Jews, and not the Sunday.” Ouor Commandment prohibits every labour 
on Sabbath, without specifying the occupations included in that interdiction ; 
but leaving it to the sound jadgment of the people to distinguish which labour 
would be at variance with the spirit of the law—a law which aims at physical 
recreation and spiritual elevation. As Ibn Ezra acutely remarks, ‘‘God bas 
given the Law to men of intelligence only, and those who have no intelli- 
gence have no Law.’' But four kinds of occupation are specifically 
prohibited in the Pentateuch—the gathering of the manna, the gathering of 
sticks, the kindling of fire, and the preparation of food. And perhaps we should 
add a fifth—the Sabbath journey, which is implied in the words of 
Exodus xvi., 29. Travelling from place to place constitutes an unquestionable 
interruption of Sabbath rest. Of the many beautiful references to the 
holiness of the Sabbath rest which fill the Talmud and Rabbinical writings, 
we can only mention very few. Whosoever keeps the Sabbath day is protected 
against temptation to sin. The privilege of celebrating the three great pilgrim 
Man's face takes on a 
new lustre on the Sabbath. If all Israel were to observe two successive 
Sabbaths ‘as they should be observed, redemption could ensue at once. 
If even one Sabbath were rightly kept, the Messiah would appear.

The Jewish Communal Scheme. 
A Word to Wealthy Jews. ' . 


‘From “A EW.” 


[To THE Eprtor). 


Sir,—The scheme proposed by Mr. R. Waley Cohen and Major Stern 
cannot be for the benefit of Judaism, and certainly will involve a great waste of 
money which is now so sadly required for other purposes. It will and must 
tend to loosen our love for our Holy Faith and to our mixing more than 
ever with persons of another faith, which is not to the benefit of Judaism, 
and which prevails to such an extent in the present day that it is the cause of 
sO many mixed marriages. 

The letters in your last issue clearly and fully show the absurdity 
of endeavouring to establish a Jewish University at Oxford or Cambridge for 
the benefit of our clergy and of pure Judaism, and for the education and training 
of more cultured ministers. 

For the benefit of Judaism we do not want a College in a\place where 
there will be increased association between Jews and those of another faith. 

No doubt the education at Jews’ College requires amending and should be 
amended in accord with present-day views ; but no Jews’ College will ever bea 
success so long as all the students come only from one class of the Commu- 
nity, i.¢e., the poor struggling student. 

Subject to the College education being revised, etc., why should not the 
so-called better Jews, sons of refined families, attend the College in the same 
way as all classes, rich and poor, attend Oxford and Cambridge Universities ? 
No Jews’ College can ever be a success, no matter how good the education may 
be, until the snobbish Jews send their sons there for their education. This, I 
fear, they will not do until they become more refined and gentle in their feelings 
and proud of their Jewish faith, which the present-day Jew unfortunately is not. 

It should be possible for a Fund to be established of sufficient amount to 
enable suitable salaries being paid to the most capable and most highly-cualtured 
ministers. Such a Fund would be a worthy memorial to those who laid down 
their lives for us in the war. Might I suggest that some of the leading members 


of the Community should bring up some of their own sons for our ministry ?

REVOLUTIONARIES CONVICTED. 


AN EAST END GAMING HOUSE. 


At the Old Street Police Court on Wednesday, Marks Goldstein and 
Joseph Cohen were charged on remand (with two men said to be Russians) 


with managing and assisting in the management of a gaming house in Great 
Garden Street. 

Goldstein, who is deaf and dumb, was discharged, no evidence being 
offered against him. 

The two Russians having been convicted and sentenced, both of them 
having been given very bad characters by the police as associates of the worst 
class of criminals and prostitutes, evidence was given in the case of Joseph 
Cohen, 

Superintendent Mackay said Cohen was a Rumanian Jew. He took an 
active part in the management of a revolutionary club’ connected with the 
Industrial Workers of the World, and the witness seized a large quantity of 
literature, all written with the idea of disturbing the workers here. At one 
time six undesirable men were found concealed on his premises, and some very 
undesirable characters held meetings there. He had been fined as an absentee 
from the Army, and convicted of permitting gaming on licensed premises, 

The witness handed the magistrate [Mr. Clarke Hall} a pamphlet, from 
which the latter read as follows :—" It (the Industrial Workers of the World) 
abides by no legal findings or capitalist morality, having a legal,code and 
morality of its own. What hurts the boss is moral; what hurts us is immoral 
and must be fonght.” 

Mr. CLARKE HALL, after reading more, said:.“ All this is revolutionary 
stuff of the worst type.” In passing sentence, he said he thought it wrong to 
be swayed by any political opinions a man might hold, but it was obvious that 
the prisoner's opinions were not political; be had. set himself out for warfare 
against the social life and morality of the world. He would have to pay a fine 
of £200, or go to prison for two months. He would also be recommended for 
deportation as a person unfitted to live in this country. 


NOTTINGHAM CLERK FINED 


At Nottingham, on Wednesday, Daniel Lazarus, aged nineteen, a native of 
Nottingham, and employed as a booking clerk on the Great Central Railway, 
was fined /5 for circulating a leaflet likely to cause disaffection among the civil 
population. Mr. Cohen prosecuted for the Home Office. 

The leafiet, which was read in Court, was addressed to “ The British 
Workers.” It said that the workers in other countries were getting tired of 
murder and starvation, and that their comrades ip Russia and Hungary had 
taken the only action possible to remove these evils by revolting and over- 
throwing the master class, abolishing private ownersbip, and bringing about the 
social revolution. Soldiers and sailors were asked not to allow their masters fo 
use them to crush their fellow-workers in Russia. The leaflet also urged that a list 
should be made of local factories and workshops and of the places where food 
supplies came from and were stored. It was stated that Lazarus had given the 
pamphlet to a man at the station. 

The defence was that Lazarus was given the pamphlet by a man he did not 
know, and that it was the only copy he had in his possession, 

The Chairman said that the leaflet was pernicious and dangerous in that it 


asked workers to copy the awful example of the Bolshevists, but the defendant 
had only passed on one copy.

OBITUARY, 


RABBI DR. MAYBAUM (Berlin). 


Rabbi Dr. Siegmund Maybaum, senior member of the Berlin Rabbinate. 
died last month after a long iliness. A native of Miskolz (Hungary) where }. 
was born in 1844, he studied theology at the Yeshrboth in Pressburg and 
Eisenstadt, and afterwards at the Breslau Seminary. In 1881 he received 
to Berlin, where he gained a reputation as one of the foremost Jewish pu!pi: 
orators and theologians in Germany. Dr. Maybaum was one of the earlic,; 
lecturets at the Lehranstalt fiir das Wissenschaft des Judentums, and was a 
founder of the Union of German Rabbis. He was the adviser, in ali matters, 
of the Berlin community, which had the fullest confidence in him. His sermons 
always attracted great congregations, and often young Christian theologians 
came to hear him preach. His published works include "' Die Entwickeluny 
des alt-Israelitischen Priestertums” (1880), “ Des Propbetentums” (1889), a 
book on Jewish Homiletics, and numerous volumes of sermons, 


REV. A. H. NIETO. 


The death, in New York, in his eighty-second year, is announced of the 
Rev. Abraham H. Nieto. The deceased was a Shoclet in London for ten 
years, and Chazan, Lecturer, and School Teacher in Kingston (Jamaica) for over 
fourteen years. Returning to England, he was a preacher in London syna- 
gogues from 1883 until 1886. Subsequently he went to New York, where he was 
an Assistant-Chazan for over fifteen years. Mr. Nieto is best known by the 
almanac which bears his name, and covers a period of a hundred years (56: 3- 
1902 to 5763-2002). The almanac is dedicated “to the memory of the illustrious 
Chief Rabbis David and Isaac Nieto, also Phineas Nieto, famous almanac 
makers, by their lineal descendant, Abraham H. Nieto.” 


A VETERAN COLONIST. 


Mr. Joseph Marks, J].P., died recently at his residence in Sydney, 
at the age of eighty-four. Mr. Marks was born in London, arrived in Sydney 
in 1854, and first settled at West Maitland, where he carried on business for 
some years. He was one of the founders and the first treasurer of the West 
Maitland Synagogue. In the eighties he moved to Sydney, and was engaged 
in the wool and produce business for over forty years, being one of, if not, the 
oldest buyers in the trade. His knowledge of wool and produce was availed of 
by the Government, who appointed him a Commissioner of the Melbourne 
International and Chicago Exhibitions. He was also on the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee which organised the receptions and dinner to the present King when he 
visited Sydney. An interesting record of the family is a passport granted to his 
maternal grandfather, Joseph Hiam, after whom he was named. This is dated 
Brussels, 9th June, 1815, a few days before Waterloo. It granted the holder 
permission to pass through the British lines to deliver produce, etc., which he 
had contracted to supply to the Army. Mr. Marks married Elizabeth, the 
daughter of Samuel Benjamin, a pioneer merchant of Sydney. Mrs. Marks 
was a niece of Messrs. David and Solomon Benjamin, founders of the 
Melbourne Hebrew Congregation, afterwards of London, Mr. Marks was ofa 
gentle, kindly and retiring disposition, and was much respected. 


MRS. CELESTINE LEVY. 


Much sincere regret will be felt by many at the sudden death of Mrs. 
Celestine Levy, the widow of Mr. Agmand Levy. All who knew her 
will realise that the Jewish Community is the poorer by the departure of this 
good, pious woman from our midst. A dignified and stately figure she was 
in her movements, commanding respect by what she said and did. “ Her 
ways were ways of pleasantness and all her paths were peace,” apply to 
her as an impersonation of the Torah which she so loved to uphold by her 
life and deeds. The essence of gentleness, she sought to do good in 
secret, and the needs of the poor were ever near her heart and uppermost in her 
mind. She was a friend to the friendless, and in every way a true mother in 
Israel. A genuine admirer of Jewish ideals, she enjoyed the devotion of her 
children im her home circle, their devotion, exemplary devotion, to her and to 
the many great Jewish causes, religious, social, and educational, in which she 
encouraged them to take an active share. Such an influence as hers does not 
cease with mortal life, but will continue as a living, incentive force to those who 
called her motber, in the application of the“ law of lovingkindness ” which was 
her tongue.”—From Dayan Harris M. Lazarus, 


A beautiful type of Jewish womanhood was exemplified in Celestine 
Levy, widow of the late Armand Levy, who died with painful sudden- 
ness last Wednesday week at the age of seventy-one. Mrs, Levy was the 
eldest daughter among the thirteen children of the late Lion Lion, a well-known 
communal figure in his day, and in her own life she brought toa perfect fruition 
the traditions of Jewish piety set before her in childhood. Her sweet, saintly 
disposition found its highest.expression in the joy of prayer, private and public, 
and after that in acts, words, and in an indescribable mariner of kindness 
and sweetness that can never be forgotten by those who loved her—who were 
all who knew her. This is the kind of life in which traditional Judaism finds 
its most compelling vindication.

The kind of incitement contained in these pamphlets may be judged from one 
leaflet, which runs: “Who made and paid for the revolution’—We Jews. 
Who make your daughters and sisters as employees into prostitution and 
slaves?—We Jews. Who have pocketed war profits by the milliard and now 
will pay no war costs?—We Jews?” The Jageblait is probably not far 
wrong when it terms anti-Semitism the traditional weapon of reaction in 
Germany.—Press Association Foreign Special, Berlin, Saturday. 

The Wiener Morgenscitung states: A manufacturer in Germahy is 
producing sticks of indiarubber of two kinds—one called the “ big Kohn ” and 
the other the “little Kohn."' The sticks are recommended as the best tool 
with which to fight the Jews. 

The Berlin Correspondent of the Morning Post contributed an article to its 
issue of Monday, in which, after asserting that Germany has profited largely 
through the growth of Jews on her soil, he deals with the anti-Jewish feeling 
now prevalent in the country and its causes. He incidentally refers to Dr. 
Preuss, who, as Minister of the Interior, was mainly responsible for the drafting 
of the new Constitution (Dr. Preuss is a Jew, and a relative of a well-known 
communal worker in London). As instances of the hostility to Jews, the Morning 
Post correspondent says : 

In several University towns students have committed anti-Jewish excesses» 
although the municipal and University authorities have dove all in their power to 
preventit. Much ill-feeling, moreover, has been manifested towards Jews at summer 
resorts. In some of the Baltic watering places Jews have held meetings in which 
they passed resolutions demanding military protection, which was in a few cases 
actually sent them. 

One sees leaflets dropped in railway carriages and other public places headed 
“Los von Juda,” and a few evenings ago there was 4n excited scene in the Kurfurs- 
tendamm, a muh used thoroughfare in the west of the town, owing to Jews attacking 
men who were offering anti-Semitic pamphlets for sale. There was even shooting 
with the revolver. 

Passing the other day the wooden Hindenburg statue, I saw a board with the 
lettering on it hanging from the bero’s hand. The inscription, which was clear 
enough to be read from the pathway, ran: “Oh, bero Hindenburg, who wast once 
before the saviour of the German people, we now again appeal to thee in our deep 


distress. Take an iron broom in thy hand, oh hero, and sweep all Jews out of the 
land.”

First Jewess at the Australian Bar.

Miss 
Lazarus is in partnership with her father, Mr. Mark Lazarus, a well-known 
Meibourne and Ballarat practitioner. To train for her legal examinations Miss 
Lazarus did not enter the University. *She went through and passed her articled 
clerk course with her father, and attended University lectures. She passed her 
final examinations in December, 1917. Miss Lazarus comes of a legal family. 
Her great-grandfather practised as a barrister in England, and her grandfather, 
the late Mr. David Braham, was well known in his day as a lawyer of great 
commercial repute.

Youngest Lieut.-Colonel in American Army. 


Lieut.-Col. Lewis Landes, of New York, is the youngest officer of that 
gradein the American Army. He obtained that rank at the age of twenty-eight, 
Col, Laades was sent to France early last year and served in several capacities. 
He went to Coblenz with Headquarters in December, and was appointed 
President of the United States Commission to-‘receive from the German 
Delivery Commission cannon, machine-guns, and motor trucks ceded by the 
terms of the Armistice. On the completion of this work, he became President 
of the Enemy War Material Board, and took from the Germans “ booty” to the 
value of millions of dollars.

General Pugliese, of the Italian Army, has been appointed Officer of the 
Military Order of Savoy. He greatly distinguished himself in the late war, 
and in two years rose from the rank of Captain to that of Major-General.

Mr. Justice BRANDEIS received an ovation, the whey awh pee rising 

their places. He said that be would atter only a few words to thank his 
ellow Zionists for their reception. Mr. De Haas bad spoken about the work 
that lay before them ia Palestine. He (Justice Brandeis) desired to tell them 
of the work of those who remained behind. Dr. Weizmann had succeeded 
almost in unlocking the door of Palestine, but he would be powerless if the 
whole Jewish people were not to do everything it could to help bim.— Every. 
Jew must realise the work before him, Everyone of them must contribute in 
money and effort, and must also make others realise their duty, Any Jew who 
did not at this moment play his part in the work of regaining Palestine knew 
himself to be a slacker. It was a work in which every Jew must share. They 
must spread the conviction that every Jew must join the Zionist Movement, 
and the shame of those who did not join. With the help of the whole 
of Jewry the leaders would be able to accomplish the great task. (Great applause). 

Messages were read from Lord Reading who wired regretting that absence 
from town prevented bim from joining in the reception of bis distinguished 
colleague from the United States; from the Chief Rabbi; from the Mizrachi 
Organisation; and others. 

Sir STUART SAMUEL, who was accorded a hearty reception in his official 
capacity as President of the Depaties of British Jews, also welcomed Justice 
Brandeis. Sir Stuart assured him that he enjoyed the highest respect among 
the Jews in the United Kingdom. The only way for the Jews to obtain Pales- 
tine, Sie Stuart said, was to present a united front, and for that reason he 
suggested an International Jewish Congress to deal with the Palestine problem. 
The Zionists, it was true, had done wonders, particularly Dr. Weizmann, but 
they could not accomplish the task alone. They needed the whole of jewry to 
obtain Eretz Yisrael. He declared that the Bible would have to be supreme 
in the land of the Bible. It was essential that when they got Palestine they 
should live according to the Bible. ' 


Mr. Boris GOLDBERG welcomed Justice Brandeis on behalf of Russian | 


Jewry, recalling the great services rendered by American Jewry to the Jews in 
Eastern Europe, without which they would have perished. 
The proceedings ended with the singing of Hatikuah. 


Mr. Justice Brandeis was entertained to dinner on Tuesday at the Ritz 

Hotel by the Executive of the English Zionist Federation. Dr. WEIZMANN 
resided. 

4 The CHAIRMAN, in proposing’ the health of Justice Brandeis, said that the 

report which the latter had given them after his recent tour through Palestine 

would be of great help in shaping future Zionist policy. 

Mr. Justice BRANDEIS said that he had been inspired by all that he had 
seen in the Holy Land, The Balfour declaration and the redemption of Pales- 
tine by General Allenby were the first two steps in the realisation of their ideal, 
The next step would be the delivery of the title-deeds, but this could not take 
place until the conclusion of the treaty with Turkey. He did not think they 
need feel concerned about the successful accomplishment of this stage, as 
Great Britain's pledge for the establishment of a Jewish National Home in 
Palestine had been endorsed by all the Allies. 

Professor F. FRANKFURTER (Harvard) proposed the toast of “ His 
Majesty's Government,” which was acknowledged by Mr. A. CLAKKE KERR 
(Foreign Office) and Colonel Grippon (War Office). The toast of “ The 
Zionist Organisation” was proposed by Mr. J. MALCOLM, and acknowledged 
by Dr. ScuMARYA Levin. Professor A. E. ZiIMMERN proposed “ The Jewish 
Palestine,” to which Mr. H. SacHwEeR responded. 


The Jewish World, commenting on the use by Mr. Justice Brandeis in 
his speech of the term “Slackers,” says:—* This was hardly a jadicial utter- 
ance. For it surely must be conceded that there are many good and earnest 
Jews (from their point of view) who think that the regaining of Palestine in the 
Nationalist sense is undesirable. It were something more than absurd to call 
such Jews ‘slackers,’ because they do not help in what they do not 
conscientiously believe ; however thoroughly some of us may disagree from them.” 
The Jewish World points out that besides those who are unwilling to work 
for the movement, others bave been discouraged from serving it, and 
others, again, are physically unable to be at the present centre 
of the movement; “so that [the Jewish World says, in conclusion} 
on all hands, and baving regard to the fact that the exclusion, for whatever 
cause, from active work in the Crganisation in practically all cases prevents 
those excluded from playing their part in the work of regaining Palestine, we 
imagine that Justice Brandeis will take an early opportunity of revising his very 
ill-conceived observation. He should be the more ready to do so seeing that, 
as Dr. Weizmann mentioned at the meeting, Justice Brandeis himself was a 
late comer into the movement. There is ro more reason to dub a mana 
‘slacker’ or to call ‘shame’ upon him now because he does not join the 
movement, than at any time since its initiation. Indeed, there is less, because 


there is the present-day encouragement, if not facility, of the remarkable 
success the movement bas attained.”

A meeting of the Council was heid on the 14th inst. The Rev. J. k

and various recommendations. After some discussion On Various points raise) 
by Mr. Goldberg it was agreed that the Palestine Committee should meet hin 
and discuss with him the various recommendations. 

After the meeting bad dealt with various other questions it was adjourned 
till the 20th inst. This arljourned meeting was held at the Zionist Organisation, 
77, Great Russell Street. 

Previous to Dr. Weizmann’s statement on the present position of the 
movemeut, the meeting dealt with a recommendation by the Hebrew and 
Literary Committee. It was decided to appoint a special secretary for Hebrew 
and Educational work. 

A letter was read from the Jewish National Fund Commission for England 
inviting the Council to send delegates to the second annual Conference of the 
National Fund which is to be held on August 3ist.. Messrs. M. Shire, Jerome 
Jacobs, and the Secretary, were appointed delegates ia addition to the permanent 
representatives of the Council on the Commission. 

An application for affiliation by the West Hartlepool Zionist Association 
was agreed to. 

Mr. P. Horowitz reported that the Hon. Officers or the English Zionist 
Federation had met the Executive of the London Council and came to an 
agreement on the future work of that Council. The Council accepted the 
recommendations. 

It was further reported that the Hon. Officers had met the representatives 
of the West London Mizrachi Council and came to an understanding to appoint 
a Joint Synagogue Committee from the two bodies. This was also agreed to. 


Jewish NATIONAL FunD.—We are asked by the Jewish National Fund 
Commission to state that it has upwards of five million francs invested in the 
Land Building and Mortgages in Palestine and, in addition, has a Reserve 
Fund represented by cash and securities of about a further five million francs. 

FEDERATION OF WOMEN Z1ONISTS.—The Federation is arranging a 
series of Jewish National Concerts, the first of which is to be given next Sunday 
at Her Majesty's Opera House, Blackpool. The concert is under the 
patronage of the Mayor and Mayoress, and the proceeds will be devoted to the 
Shulamith National School of Music in Jerusalem.

Mr, Laski’s Rejoinder.

Sirk,—I thank Mr. Goldberg for his reply to my observations and 
questions. 

I am confirmed in my original intention to elucidate for myself, and perhaps 
for others, the accounts of the Zionist expenditure and budget by the words of © 
the leading article of the Zionist Review (the organ of the English Zionist 
Federation), which on page 54, in a leading article, says: “ Every subscriber 
and intending subscriber to the Zionist Funds has the right to ask what was 
done with his money, and what was to be done with it. We have no 
space here to discuss the details, but we would urge our readers to study them 
carefully, for they are very instructive.” 

I appreciate at the outset that the Zionist Organisation is not a “ Charitable 
Relief Society.” This makes me the less ready to unders‘and the reluctance to 
give the names and amounts received by those whose salaries are {500 a year 
or more. As I pointed out in my previous letter, the Zionist Organisation is 
spending public money, and in the modern democratic State public money paid 
to the public official is considered to be a matter of publicinterest. I therefore 
once mors ask for this information, and, in addition, for the individual allow- 
ances (if any) paid to any of the persons in receipt of £500 and over a year. 

I presume that Mr. Goldberg will give me his assurance that no grant of 
money has been paid or is intended to be paid to anyone other than as a salary, 
fee, or allowance in the shape of a grant or in any other form for services 
rendered, 

I can hardly believe that Mr. Goldberg can seriously mean “we cou!d 
spend very profitably from the point of view of the Jewish Palestine one 
thousand or ten thousand pounds ca these branches of activity for every pound 
which we, in fact, spend upon them now.”

S1k,—The questions raised in your columns concerning Zionist Organisa- 
tion Finance have been common talk, more or less, for some considerable period 
and have filled one with some anxiety. Those responsible who sanctioned what 
looks like grave extravagance are no lovers of Zion. Mr. Boris Goldberg, in his 
reply, remarks: “ Mr. Laski’s letter is the kind of criticism which . . . cannot 
be called helpful.” Ido not agree. Mr. Laski's criticism is going to be very 
helpful in drastically reorganising Zionist finance and placing the whole concern 
on a business-like footing. Facilities should be given to a Committee of investi- 
gation to ascertain whether this large sum of money, much of it coming from 
the pockets of the poorest of our brethrea, bas been spent with discretion. 


What, I would ask, is the meaning of £3,500 for “Installation and equip- . 


ment?” Iam sure the public would like to have some detailed explanation 
from the officials who spent this sum,

In the traditional narrative to which you make reference, there is a category 
of questions which holds the very reverse of a commendatory place, and the 


form of enquiry you and your “ financial” correspondent have adopted savours 
too much of this second category. . 


[*»* Our correspondent is really in worse case than we imagined ; for he 


now tells us that what he objects to is not a deviation from “blind -

S:x,—The other week you paid a worthy editorial tribute to the memory 
of George Eliot, on the occasion of the centenary celebrations at Nuneaton, 
(The actual birthday of Mary Ann Evans was November 22nd, 1819). It seems 
to me that the noble courage and prophetic vision displayed by the author of 
“Daniel Deronda,” in her championship of Jewish nationalism, is strikingly 
shown by the following extracts from criticisms of her work, which I think wil} 
interest your readers. In his “History of Nineteenth Century Literature ” 
published in 1896, the very year of the publication of Herzi's “ Jewish State,” 
Professor Saintsbury says :-— 

In her last book, “ Daniel Deronda,” she embarked on a scheme, equally hopeles< 
and gratuitous, of endeavouring to enlist the public sympathies in certain visions of 
neo-judaism.,

gypsy nationality in Africa,

. Taken as the motive of a hero, it strikes one as showing a defective sense of 
umour. 


The position of Zionism to-day is the best answer to these critics. George 
Eliot not only championed the cause of the Jewish people in “ Daniel Deronda” 
and “ Theophrastus Such,” and the sympathetic reference in “ KRomola,” bat 
she also evidently had an intense admiration for the East. In 1855, before she 
had started writing ber novels, she wrote : 

No art of religious symbolism has a deeper root in nature than that of turning 
For almost all our good things—our most precious 
vegetables, our neblest animals, our loveliest flowers, our arts, our religious and 
philosophical ideas, our very nursery tales and romances, have travelled to us from 
a East. In an historical as well as in a physical sense, the East is the Land of the 

orning. 

Perhaps the most characteristic feature of all George Eliot's work is its 
insistence on the moral and ethical issues that underlie human life. This also 
has always been the distinguishing feature of Jewish literature. 

May I suggest that the memory of George Eliot would be most fittingly 
perpetuated by the establishment in due course at the Jerusalem University of 
a George Eliot chair of English Literature? I am sure that in the future every 
Jewish student there would be proud to associate such a name with the study 
of that language and literature, whose noblest monument is, perbaps, its trans- 
lation of our Hebrew Bible.

The Development of Palestine. 


From Mr. D. DOLOVITZ, 63, Shaw Street, Liverpool. 


{To THE Epiror.| 

S1r,—England has opened the gate of Palestine so that the Jewish people 
may enter freely, and through work and sacrifices acquire a lasting title to the 
land in their own name. The Jewish people must be determined, and they 
must be prepared with a knowledge of the problems and conditions that will 
confront them in Palestine which is not to be a free gift to them. 

The development of Palestine should occupy the attention not only of those 
experts, but of all who have an active interest in, aye, a burning hope for tbe 
rejuvenation of Palestine by the Jewish people. 

In the development of Palestine I strongly support starting on industrial 
rather than on agricultural lines. I favour the opening of factories to be 
operated by up-to-date machinery for the manufacture of such staple goods as 
would find a market in the Mediterranean countries and in the interior of Asia 
and Africa. This would be the! ginning. Successful commerce and industry 
would soon open the way for sa - unancial ventures, when capital would come 

. forward for the construction of aqueducts to afford an ample supply of water 
for irrigating and manufacturing purposes. The agricultural restoration of 
Palestine could then be taken systematically in hand; when reafforestation 
could be undertaken, when the ancient vineyard terraces could again be 
supplied with earth; when bill and dale, when mountain side and plain 
could again. be made to blossom as the rose, when a new Palestine would arise, 
perhaps surpassing in gran‘eur the Palestine of the davs of old, 


ANTI-SEMITISM... 
SIR PHILIP VIEW. 


Under the above caption, the Westminster Gazette of Friday printed an 
article by Sir Philip Magnus, Bart., M.P., in reply to the article by “J.D.b.” 
in the Saturday Westminster, with which our contributor “ Mentor” dealt 
in our issue of Friday last. Commenting on “J.D.B.s” assertion that in a 
radical difference of ethic between Jews and Europeans is to be found the 
reason for Anti-Sem tism, Sir Philip says :— 

It is certain that in the Mosaic Code, on which Judaism is based, and whictt 
underlies the moral law of Christianity, no trace can be found of the suggested 
“ethical difference.” That the Jew may be alert in the conduct of his business 
transactions will be read ly admitted. But this alertaess will not explain Anti- 
Semitism ; for if so, other races, showing similar business qualities, would be found 
to suffer from the same kind of persecution as that from which Jews continue to 
suffer. It should be remembered that, owing to the conditions in which Jews have 
lived during many centuries in all European countries, commerce was practically 
their only means of livelihood, and was cultivated as a branch of science. Morevwver, 
it cannot be denied that the peoples among whom they lived were generally 
intellectually inferior, but numerically stronger. Illiteracy; as found among other 
a has never existed among the. Jews, whose abil ty throughout the ages has 

n shown not only in business but equally in other activities. 

In this connection, itis interesting to note, that in Moorish Spain the Jews, so far 
from being treated as undesirable aliens, were highly respected, and entered, without 
reference to their race or creed, into the political and intellectual li‘e of their fellow- 
countrymen; and it was not till Spain was brought under the government of a less 
highly cultivated people that the Jews began to be persecuted. 

History tells us that the anti-Semitism that led to the banishment. of Jews from 
Spain was due to relizious causes, and not to any “difference of ethic "in their 
business transactions with their fellow-countrymen. 

No! [Sir Philip says, in conclusion), Anti-Semitism is a complex problem, which 
cannot be explained by the simple formula of “J.D.B.” It is a prejudice born of the 
union of mental! inferiority and superior strength. It does not exist among the highly 
cultivated in Literature, Science, or Art. The causes contributing to it are many, and
